waters. — 

‘Clear skies accompanied the descent 
vu. the mercury, following cloudbursts 
which caused five deaths and routed 
hundreds of lowland dwellers. With 
continued fair weather, apprebension 
from further heavy flood damage di- 
minished. 

While smaller streams fell rapid- 
ly, some of the larger rivers were 
slow in reaching flood crests. Resi- 
dents were forewarned, however, in 
time to move their belongings to 
safety. 

Collinsville, Ala., citizens who spent

business establishments. 

Rail Service Restored. 

Rail service was restored in north- 
east Mississippi and Alabama but au- 
tomobile traffic proceeded slowly over 
highways left strewn with debris as 
high water receded. 

A fireman was carried to a Hatties- 
burg, Miss., hosptial suffering from 
‘exposure and 25 other persons were 
recovering from the effects of a bat- 
tle against flood waters and freezing 
weather to rescue half a dozen refu- 
gees who took to trees from Okatoma 
creek, 

Forecasts called for little change in 
freezing Tr in extending deep 
‘into the south. Rain falling in south 
Georgia and north Florida was pro- 
'gressing northward with the prospect 
‘of changing to snow before morning. 
| Picks swung around the clock in 
Alabama and ‘Tennessee coal mines 
|where demands far exceeded output. 
Operations were slowed down in some 
‘shafts by rising water and broken 
| power lines, leveled by tornadic winds 
which accompanied a 24-hour deluge 
'of rain. 

_ Bodies of Mrs. Blaylock Johnson,

covered from falling waters near Mur- 
phy, N. C., where they were drowned 
when a dam broke. The other victims 
included a 12-year-old Georgia boy, 
drowned in the Chattooga river, and 
two trainmen who died when a freight 
train hit u rain-weakened fill and 
turned over in Alabama. 


200 PEOPLE MOVED 
AS COOSA RISES, 

ROME, Ga., Feb. 5.—(#)—Rescue 
workers in boats removed scores of 
residents from low-lying areas on the 
outskirts of Rome today as the Coosa 
river, swollen by heavy rains and 
'melting snows, overflowed its banks. 
| Officials said the rivers here are 
expected to reach crest during the 
night with the guard at approximately 
| 33 feet. The water was still rising 
(at 9 p. m. 

Special local train service between 
‘Rome and the western section of the 
city was started tonight by the Cen- 


‘tral of Georgia railroad for the bene-- 


‘fit of those unable to reach there by 
the streets and highways. 

E. L. Cantrell, secretary of the 
Rome city commission, said there was 
no “serious threat of loss of life, ex- 
cept from exposure, and rescue work- 
ers are on the job moving people from 
houses in which there are _ flood 
waters.” 

Cantrell said that “about 200 peo- 
ple—that’s a rough estimate—have 
been moved out of their . ouses, and 
about 100 homes have water in them. 

“There has been considerable flood- 
ing but none of any consequence ex- 
cept in the lower class residential 
areas. ‘Much of the section flooded 
is in the river bottom section, not 
built up except for a shack here and 


there.” ° 
Housed in Stores. 

Persons brought in from _ flooded 
houses here are being housed in sev- 
eral downtown store buildings. ‘‘Kes- 
cue squads bring bedding with those 
persons from flooded homes, and the 
city and county, and the relief office, 
will take care of feeding them until 
the water goes down,” Cantrell said. 

He said the water was the highest 
since the flood of 1922, when the river 
went above 34 feet.. 

The highway to Chattanooga has 
been closed, due to water five or six 
feet deep at lowest spots. Train 
schedules were interrupted yesterday, 
but most trains were running today 
as usual. 

Storm sewers choked up in parts 
of the downtown area and flooded a 
few basements, but Cantrell said most 
of the basements had been abandoned 
previously. The flood, he said, is no- 
where near the towntown area. 

The Oostanaula and Etowah rivers 
converge on the edge of town to form 
the Coosa. 

Cantrell said a few basements on 
Broad street, principal downtown 
thoroughfare, had water in them, but 
that the water came from the overtlow 
of sewers, and not from high water 
from the river. 

The Savannah river at Augusta, the 
Ocmulgee at Macon, the Oconee at 
Milledgeville, the Oconee at Athens, 
and the Chattahoochee at West Point 
all were up, but no serious damage 
| was reported. Where there was any 
overflow, it was of lowlands usually 
flooded when water is high.

Housewives, Inc., Raps 


Talmadge as ‘Ignorant’ 

BALTIMORE, Feb. 5.—(#)— 
National Housewives, Inc., replying 
to a parry by Governor Talmadge, 
said today the Georgia executive 
was “as ignorant” about the nature 
of the housewife organization “as 
he is: about the rules of radio 
broadcasting.” 

After the federal communica- 
tions commission had announced it 
was looking into a complaint of Na- 
tional Housewives, a Baltimore or- 
ganization, that an anti-New Deal 
speech by Talmadge was a “one- 
sided harangue” and violated radio 
propriety, the governor in a coun- 
ter thrust said: 

“Whenever housewives become in- 
corporated, they cease to be house- 
wives. They become politicians .. .”’ 

To which, Aimee Weber, presi- 
dent of the housewives group, re- 
sponded : 

“Mr. Talmadge is just as igno- 
rant about that as he is about the 
rules of radio broadcasting. Al- 
though our organization is incorpo- 
rated, it has no politica] connection 
or desires. It was founded in 1928 
with approximately 300 members 
who were interested in civie and 
national welfare. 

“Causes we have sponsored in- 
clude abolition of child labor, es-

beings who had returned to the wild, 
natural state. In each case the con- 
clusion was reached that “a human 
being, at no matter what age he is 
cut off from the society of members 
of his species, never gains, but little 
by little loses the faculty of speech 
and in the end returns to the state 
of brutal savagery.” 

Particular attention was devoted by 
Dr. Regnault to the accounts of so0- 
called “wolf-children.” Such _  chil- 
dren, it is said, have been found in 
almost every country of Europe. They 
are children who have been abandon- 

in the forests in their earliest 
youth and who have survived some- 
how. Popular legend says they are 
brought up by wolves. When redis- 
covered later by hunters or travelers, 
they were most difficult of approach. 
The children had become savage lit- 
tle beasts with long nails, who pre- 
ferred moving on all fours to walk- 
ing upright. They fed on roots, herbs 
and raw meat. The only sounds they 
made were raucous cries, to express 
rage or fear, without the slightest re- 
semblance to human speech, be it of 
the most primitive sort. The most 
distressing characteristic of these little 
savages was that they remained per- 
fectly immune to attempts to educate 
them. z

Never Speak. 


Wolf-children, says Dr. Regnault, 
have never been known to speak or 
even understand human speech. ‘The 
learned savant thinks these children 
show us what the first humans on 
this earth were like, that is before 
man began his slow, painful, milenary 
upward climb toward the light, a 
journey which is far from being ac- 
complished. The most serious aspect 
of these new investigations is that all 
progressive acquisitions made by the 
human species are so easily lost. They 
seem only a veener that sticks on 
merely by emulation and environment. 
One particular example deserves in- 
terest because several eminent scien- 
tists occupied themselves with it. A 
naked man, captured with great diffi- 
culty in the forests of Java, remained 
absolutely insensible to all attempts 
to teach him a semblance of speech. 
The greatest patience and kindness 
were used upon him, a specialist in 
the treatment of deaf mutes was even 
imported, but even his gestures to ex- 
press hunger or some other need, re- 
mained much inferior to those of 
ourang-outangs, who are the most in- 
telligent of the Simians.

Disquieting News. 


The most disquieting revelation to 
come out of these investigations is 
perhaps the assertion that man can 
only be educated so long as his or- 
ganism is in the process of growth. 
More specifically it comes down to 
this: The acquisition of speech, which 
is the most characteristic mark of the 
human brain, develops only by con- 
stant exercise and only during the 
first five years of life. If a child 
has hot been taught to speak around 
that age, or if it becomes déaf, it will 
never speak in all its life. Gestures 
may help to awaken intelligence. But 
if there is no attempt at education 
either by gesture or sound before the 
age of five, there will be no signs of 
intelligence during the rest of its life. 
Intelligence, therefore, seems to be the 
daughter of speech. On the other 
hand, if an intelligent man is de- 
prived from contact with other hu- 
man beings, or misses contact with 
the human word, either written or 
spoken, his mind immediately begins 
to deteriorate. Reading somewhat 
corrects the disastrous effects of isola- 
tion. Nevertheless deterioration sets 
in. This is something that ought to 
be seriously studied by criminologists

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS

GIVING WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The southern democratic leaders in 
congress winked and patted each other on the back when 
President Roosevelt sent up that message urging repeal of the Bankhead 
act, etc. 
To them it meant an assurance that the President is giving up any 
idea of contesting the supreme court decision, and, in fact, is cutting 
his cloth to fit court measurements of the constitution. 
They have been much in the dark about White House policy lately. 


TAKING AWAY It is probably just as well that the leaders have 
not yet found out that the Justice Department is 


working on a law to curb federal court jurisdiction over taxes. 

No one is supposed to know it yet, but the law is designed to get 
those disputed processing taxes back into the government treasury, also 
to curb the injunctive processes of the courts in tax cases. 

Those who are better informed than the congressional leaders say 
this is the full extent of the planned New Deal action against the courts 
at this time. It may or may not be recommended officially. The Justice 
Department may slip it to a congressman unofficially and let him cham- 
pion it on the floor. That has been done before. 

TOUCHY The mutual misunderstanding between Mr. Roosevelt and 

the photographers was not based entirely on that recent 
picture portraying him in the last throes of déspair over the farm 
problem. 

It started when a smart young photographer took a series of candid 
camera sketches of the President some months ago and sold them to 
Time Magazine for $750. These showed Mr. Roosevelt expressing every 
emotion from A to X, omitting only Y and Z. The White House was 
sore, but could say nothing. 

Time sent the same sharp-eyed photographer down to Warm Springs 
on the last trip. The White House helpers made sure that he did not 
get very much. : 

The recent photo (taken by another sharp eye) showing the Presi- 
dent rubbing his nose to relieve the mark of eyeglasses would have been 
similarly unobjectionable, except that a caption writer put a headline 
on it: ‘Ponders Over Farm Problem.” 

The unstated fact is the White House is suffering from campaign 
touchiness, thought the photographers were getting too familiar, decided 
to call a halt. 

Note—The photographers are saying the next time the White House 
wants a newsless picture taken they will decline to make it, but they 


won't. 


CAMOUFLAGE When Mr. Roosevelt assembled his tax advisers 

again the other day, the name of Mr. Morgenthau’s 
special assistant, Cy Upham, was among them, The White House ex- 
plained that Mr. Upham was Mr. Morgenthau’s silver man. 

What Mr. Upham knows about silver concerns mainly whatever 
change he may have in his pocket from time to time. He is Morgen- 
thau’s confidential contact man with congress. 

That fact offers added explanation why Mr. Roosevelt has made so 
much of a mystery of his tax plans during the last two weeks. He has 
been trying to find out how much of a tax program he can get away with. 

Back in his mind still are all those inheritance taxes and higher in- 
come rates upon which congress turned him down last year. They prob- 
ably will remain in the back of his mind, because his chances are less 
promising this year than last. 


FAVOR Behind the revival of housing talk (Tugwell’s Cincinnati 
speech) is a report which Mr. Roosevelt has on his desk, or 
in a drawer. It recommends a 10-year program for upwards of 750,000 
new homes at an average price of $4,000 on cash-down payments as low 
as 5 and 10 per cent. The RFC mortgage bank would finance at low 
interest rates whatever private banks do not want. A federal appropria- 
tion of $350,000,000 is requested. The plan is modeled on England’s 
low-cost housing system. 
It was submitted by the Committee for Economic Recovery (a friend- 
ly New Deal organization of businessmen), but what giyes it prominence 
is the inside understanding that Mrs. Roosevelt likes it, and is behind it.

More About

In London, in their profound respect 
for law, they have invented a device 
called the bottle party which is con- 
ducted in a resort having the charac- 
teristics of the American speakeasy of 
prohibition times. The customer pays 
dues in lieu of cover charge and signs 
an order for vast quantities of liquor 
to be paid for as consumed. There 
are other details but that conveys the 
idea.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


A medical colleague writes: 

I have noticed that a great many 
people spit all over the streets and 
sidewalks, apparently net considering 
it bad manners and unsanitary. As 
the day goes on, undoubtedly, other 
people walk on this sputum, spread- 
ing contamination from shoe to shoe. 
_ Another thing I noticed frequently 
is that individuals sneeze and cough 
into other people’s faces at close 
range. 

What is your opinion of people who 
use the same knives and forks when 
eating, also the same cup or glass for 
drinking? 

Your clever artifles reach a multi- 
tude of people, and I know they are 
extraordinarily beneficial. However, 
I realize that important things must 
be repeated many times. 

The manners of the matter are out- 
side of my province. 

I can’t get excited over the possibili- 
ty of the spread of disease from the 
practice of spiting on the sidewalk. 
In fact, I doubt whether any disease is 
spread in that way. 

Sneezing or coughing open-face 
(that is, without troubling to cover or 
mask nose and mouth) when other 
persons are within spray range, is in 
my opinion a prolific means of spread- 
ing whatever infection you happen to 
have or happen to be coming down 
with. 

But a still more important source of 
infection which the medical corre- 
spondent does not mention at all is 
polite conversational spray—this prob- 
ably accounts for 10 times as much 
CRI (common respiratory infection) 
as does open-face cough or _ sneeze 
spray. Now and then, despite’ the 
teachings of our public health authori- 
ties, a layman actually understands 
that it is unfair to spray those around 
hi- when he is coming down with 
cri, and even knows that conversation- 
al spray is quite as dangerous as open- 
face sneeze or cough spray, if the ric- 
tim comes within range. Cough or 
sneeze spray has an effective range up 
to 10 to 12 feet; conversational spray 
has an effective range of from two to 
five feet. By range I mean the dis- 
tance from the face of the ailing one 
to the face of his victim; the distance 
the visible or invisibly fine droplets 
of moisture or secretion from nose, 
throat or mouth, germ-laden, will car- 
ry. Remember, too, that in this mode 
of infection the virus or germs s0 car- 
ried will not have time to dry out or 
to be affected by exposure to sunlight, 
cold, oxygen (all of which are detri- 
mental to germ life). It reaches the 
mouth of the victim fresh, warm and 
virulent. As nearly ideal inoculation 
as is conceivable, short of kissing. 
The common drinking -cup likewise 
holds no terrors for me. As a matter 
of training or habit, I prefer an in- 
dividual cup or glass, or one which has 
not been used, but I’d never go thirsty 
out of mere repugnance to take a 
drink from the common dipper or what 
have you. I doubt whether infection 
is ever conveyed by the common drink- 
ing cup. I’m not so indifferent to- 
ward the common knife, fork or spoon. 
But who doesn’t prefer to wash these 
first, if they have been used by anoth- 
er? A mother feeding her young 
child? Even in such circumstances, 
they should not share the utensils if 
either has the cri.

After two years states must accept 
the program by legislative act if their 
farmers are to obtain’any grants. No 
aid would be given farmers in states 
failing to affirmatively accept the plan 
after two years. 

The secretary would administer the 
act the first two years, using both 
old AAA personnel and state agencies 
he deems qualified. 

States could come in under the plan 
at any time before the two years are 
up (a provision not in the Bankhead 
bill) and oncé a state accepts, it shall 
have the right to name administrative 
agencies subject to the secretary’s ap- 
proval. 

In approving state plans the secre- 
tary must first see that it provides 
a satisfactory administrative agency 
and that there is ‘reasonable prospect”’ 
its operation would result in substan- 
tially accomplishing one or more of 
the purposes of the ‘act. 

On or before November 1 each year 
the secretary would apportion among 
the states funds for carrying out state 
plams during the next calendar year.

GEORGIA COTTON GROWERS 
WILL SAVE $130,000 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Georgia 
cotton growers will save approximate- 
ly $130,000 by house adoption today 
of the senate approved repealer of the 
cotton, tobacco and potato acts with 
the Fulmer amendments releasing from 
tax payments some 250,000 bales of 
cotton throughout the cotton-produc-

Owen, “that cotton growers of Geor- 
gia are now holding in warehouses 
some 10,000 bales of cotton upon 
which, without the Fulmer amend- 
ment, a tax of 4.2 cents. a pound 
could be collected. This is the cot- 
ton, which the farmer who had ginned 
his allotment, had left over, and upon 
which he would have had to pay &a 
tax.’

“In case anyone shall burn a tree 
in the woods, and it shall come to light 
who did ‘t, let him pay the full penal- 
ty. Let him give 60 shillings, because 
fire is a thief. 

“Tf one shall cut down ever so many 
trees, end it is found out afterward, 
let him pay for three trees, each with 
|30 shillings. He will not need to pay 
'for more than three trees, no matter 
‘how many he has cut down, because 
the ax s a reporter and not a (sneak) 
thief.” 

King Alfred died when he was 
about 51 years of age. He seems to 
have been a noble-hearted. mag, one 
of the best ever to hold a throne.

Add Distinction to Meals. 

You housewives who are running 
your homes on limited allowances need 
not permit your menus to become un- 
interesting, for there are countless 
ways to add distinction to your 


meals wtihout adding to the strain on. 


the food budget. 

A little ingenuity on your part can 
easily make the old-time meat loaf 
which you always fall back on seem 
new and interesting. Perhaps banana 
pulp used in place of the liquid will 
do the trick or maybe the ol@& flavor 
is popular with the family and you'd 
rather change the appearance. 

In that case, you could make it in 
a ring mold instead of the same old 
leaf pan. Add a few strips of bacon 
to the bottom of the ring mold if 
you are afraid that the loaf will stick 
or, if you haven't a ring mold, try 
putting several pineapple or apple 
rings in the bottom of your loaf pan 
before packing in the meat and see 
if the change doesn’t cause a pleas- 
ant comment. 

Elevating the Stew. 

Meat loaves aren't the only meat 
dish which are subject to clever 
changes. Stews, for instance. 
ensily elevated to § the distinctive 
class. 
so that when it comes time to serve 
the stew you will have a good color 
contrast and also a variety of shapes. 
Shapes bring up the subject of pre- 
paring the vegetables—instead of dic- 
ing them as many women do, leave 
them whole, or if they are too large, 
cut them in halves or quarters, but 
never smaller. The meat can va- 
ried in shape, too, or changed to 
standby. 

Careful arranging on the _ service 
platter can do wonders for a_ stew, 
also. Perhaps the meat can be piled 
in the center and the various vege- 
tables arranged in piles around it, or 
you might pile the potatoes in the 
center, encircle them with the car- 
rots, and so on down the 
meat arranged around the edge of the 
platter. These are suggestions for 
pessible changes in only two types of 
meat dishes, but you will find similar 
quirks which will give glamor to most 
of the dishes that commonly appear 
on your menu. 
which explain in detail some of the 
methods suggested for variation: 

Stew of Distinction. 

Two pounds chuck, 4 carrots. 
small white onions, 6 medium-sized 
mtatoes, 1 small bunch celery, 2 ta- 
 Feamaeomerl minced parsley, 1 tablespoon 
sugar, 1 1-2 teaspoons salt, pepper. 

Have the meat cut into” small 
pieces, about 2-inch cubes. Brown in 
an kettle containing hot lard. Sea- 
son. Add hot water and cook gently. 
Forty-five minutes before serving add 
the vegetables. Have the carrots cut 
in lengthwise pieces unless the yare 
small enough to leave whole. Cut cel 
ery into 4-inch sticks. Serve on a hot 
platter, the meat in the center and 
the vegetables attractively arranged 
around it. Sprinkle’ with minced 
parsley. Thicken the liquid for gravy 
and serve separately. 


Brisket of Beef With Horesradish 


Sauce. 


Thre. pounds beef brisket, 1 large, 
onion, 3&3 cloves, 1. bay-leaf. 1 large | 
carrot, 1 stalk celery, salt and pep- 
yer, * small bottle horseradish, 1-2 
cup cream, few grains cayenne, | 

Cook beef brisket, together with 
onion, cloves, bay-leaf, carrot = and 
celery, in water at a simmering tem- 
perature. Do not allow to boil. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper. Vegetables 
such as cabbage, carrots, onions, tur- 
nips and potatoes may be added just 
long enough before serving that they 
will be done. To serve, arrange the 
beef brisket on a platter with the 
vegetables around it. Combine cream 
and horseradish, and season with cay- 
enne. Serve this sauce with beef. 

Mock Turtle. 

Two flank steaks, 2 frankfurters, 1 
cup ground meat, salt and pepper. 

Have flank steaks scored in dia-| 
monds, and cut in an oval shape so 
that they resemble a turtle in shape. 
Piance ground meat or savory bread 
dressing on one steak and lay the 
other over this. Sew neatly around 
the edges to keep the steaks in 
place. Brown on both sides in hot 
fat Add a little water and cover. 
(‘ook in a moderate oven (350 degrees 
I.) for one and one-half hours. When 
tender place the “turtle” on a_ plat- 
ter Cut the frankfurters in. twa, 
then eut the halves in two length- 
wise. Brown for last 10 minutes in 
pan with “turtle.” Arrange the pieces 
of frankfurters. two on each side, for 
legs and a small piece for the head. 

Stuffed Breast of Lamb. 

Breast of lamb. 1 cup” uncooked 
brown rice, 1 onion, finely grated: 
1 chopped green pepper, paprika, sal! 
and pepper. 

Have a pocket 
of lamb from the end. Cook brown 
rice in boiling salted water and eeca 
sen with chopped green pepper. onion 
and paprika. Season the breast of 
lamb with salt and pepper and _ fill 
the cavity with rice stuffing. Sew 
or fasten the edges together with 
skewers. DPiace on a rack in an open 
reasting plan. Do not cover and do 
not add water. Put in ai moderate 
oven (300-350 degrees F.) and 
until done, about two hours.

3 SHPS ARE MISSING 
OFF JAPANESE COAST 


Worst Blizzard in 20 Years 
Reported in Tokyo; Earth 
Shock Felt. 


TOKYO, Feb. 5.—(?)—Three ves- 
sels were missing in storm-tossed wa- 
ters off Japan tonight and the interior 
suffered from effects of the worst bliz- 
zard in 20 years. : 

A considerable earthquake shock 
was felt this afternoon in the city of 
Tokyo, but no loss of life had been re- 
ported. 

The Unnan Maru, a freighter of 220 
tons, sent out an SOS this morning 
saying she was waterlogged and sink- 
ing. Her crew of 45 was feared lost 
as two steamers who fought their way 
to the Unnan’s position found no trace 
of her. 

The small whaler Fukushima Maru 
reported she was in distress of the 
east coast and no word had been. re- 
ceived since yesterday of the fishing 
boat Deshina Maru, reported in dis- 
tress then. 

The American steamer Eglantine, 

bound from Galveston to Yokohama, 
was standing by hoping to aid the 
whaler: 
_ Snow, which reached a foot in depth 
in Tokyo yesterday. had ceased. Traf- 
fic and industry in centra! Japan, how- 
ever, was crippled. Winds were 
strong and the temperature was low.
